The DEClearn Installation Guide and the DEClearn User’s Guide are available 
as demand print PostScript® files on your DEClearn disc (see Section 4 and 
Section 7.3.) 

1.1 What is DEClearn? 

DECleam is an VMS DECwindows application that provides online access to 
Digital’s Educational Services Text Based Instruction (TBI), Computer Based 
Instruction (CBI) and selected VMS Documentation in a single information 
package. Along with each TBI course, users have immediate access to the 
VMS documentation required to complete the course. All courseware and 
documentation is available through one point and click interface: the DECleam 
Training menu. 

DECleam TBI courseware and VMS documentation are DECwindows Bookreader 
applications. Bookreader is an online text viewer provided as part of VMS 
DECwindows software. 

DECleam CBI courses execute within DECwindows, but are not Bookreader 
applications. 

Because you can read the TBI and VMS documentation files on this CD only 
with the Bookreader, you should be familiar with the use of the Bookreader 
application. For new users, DECleam includes two tutorial courses (see 
Section 7.2.) For more information about using the Bookreader, also see the 
VMS DECwindows Desktop Applications Guide. 

For information on hardware and software requirements see Section 5 and 
Section 6 of this booklet. 

Before you use your CD, make sure you are familiar with the system hardware, 
including the RRD40 and RRD50 CD drives. The RRD40 Optical Disc Drive 
Owner’s Manual and RRD50 Digital Disc Drive User’s Guide contain instructions 
for using the disc drives. 
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1.2 The DEClearn Environment 

In addition to the TBI and CBI courses (plus supporting VMS documentation) 
included in the DEClearn product, DEClearn incorporates: 

• Online TBI Administrator Guides and Test Booklets. 

• Complete course Lab Kits in VMS BACKUP saveset format. 

• A DECwindows interface to the TBI and CBI courseware: The DEClearn 
Training menu. 

• Supporting system-level data structures which maintain and update the 
DEClearn Training menu. 

• DECwindows and Bookreader tutorial courses. 


• PostScript® files for demand print, and text files for VAXmail, of the 
DEClearn User’s Guide , the DEClearn Installation Guide, and each TBI 
Administrator Guide. 


All elements of DEClearn (with the exception of TBI Lab Kits and demand print 
documents) are installed as part of the DEClearn installation procedure (see 
Section 4.) 


2 Handling the CD 

The CD accompanying this booklet is enclosed in a protective caddy, which has 
three parts: the CD, the CD housing, and the transparent sleeve. 

If you are using an RRD40 CD drive, insert the caddy containing the CD into the 
disc drive until you feel resistance, then remove the caddy. The CD remains in 
the drive. To remove the CD from the drive, re-insert the caddy. 

If you are using an RRD50 disc drive, before you can insert the CD into the drive 
you must remove it from the caddy using the following procedures: 

1. Hold the caddy so that the printed label side of the CD is facing down. 

2. Locate the locking tabs on either side of the CD housing (see Figure 1.)

3. Using your thumb nails, press down on both locking tabs while slightly 
separating the CD housing from the plastic sleeve. 
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4. When both tabs are unlocked, pull the CD housing out to the midpoint of the 
CD (see Figure 2.) 

5. Grasp the transparent sleeve in one hand and gently squeeze both sides of 
the CD housing with the other hand. If you do not squeeze the housing, the 
CD might fall out.

6. Slide the CD and CD housing out of the sleeve and put the sleeve aside. 

7. Grasp the CD with your free hand by placing your index finger in the center 
hole of the CD and your thumb on the outer edge of the CD. 

8. Release the pressure on the housing and remove the CD. 


You can also remove the CD from the caddy to clean the CD or to replace a 
damaged or cracked caddy. For additional CD care and handling information, see 
the Care and Handling insert packaged with your disc. 


3 Mounting the CD 


To access files on the DECleam compact disc, you must mount the CD using the 
following procedures: 

1. Insert the CD into the disc drive and enter the MOUNT command. For 
example, if your CD reader is device DUBO:, the command line will look like 
this: 


$ MOUNT/SYSTEM $1$DOBO: volume_label IteturtNl 

Where volumejabel is the volume label of the compact disc (printed on the 
front of the disc). 


2. If more than one user in a VAXcluster will be accessing the CD, be sure that 
the CD reader is connected to a node that has serving enabled. Next, mount 
the CD reader clusterwide to ensure that all users can access it. For example, 
if your disc reader is device DUBO:, you would log into the system manager’s 
account (SYSTEM) and enter the following command: 

$ MOUNT/CLUSTER $1$DUB0: volume_label QjgTOHg] 
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For information about configuring the CD reader as a served device in a 
VAXcluster, see the VMS VAXcluster Manual. 
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4 Installing DEClearn 

The complete DEClearn Installation Guide is available on the DEClearn CD as a 
demand print PostScript® file. The system manager or other person responsible 
for installing DEClearn must print out and read the DEClearn Installation 
Guide. Follow these steps to print it out: 


1. lb print the DEClearn Installation Guide file, your system must be configured 
with a printer that supports PostScript®, such as the LN03R or LPS20. 


2. MOUNT the CD following the instructions in Section 3 of this booklet. 

3. Type the following PRINT command (your CDROM device name may differ): 


$ PRINT $1$DUB0:[D0CUMENTATI0N1INSTALLATI0N_GUIDE.PS I RETURN| 

The DEClearn Installation Guide is also available on this disc as a text (.TXT) 
file (without graphics) which you may use in VAXmail or view on a character cell 
terminal. It resides on the CD at the following address (your CDROM device 
name may differ): 


$1$DUB0:[DOCUMENTATION]INSTALLATION_GUIDE.TXT 


4.1 Installing Course Practice Files 

Many of the TBI courses on this disc have associated course practice files which 
must be installed after DEClearn installation. Students will not be able to 
complete required lab exercises without access to these practice files. Information 
about installing course practice files, and other important duties of the system 
manager or other person acting as the course administrator, is available for each 
course in an Administrator Guide. All Administrator Guides are accessible as 
Bookreader documents and in demand print PostScript® or .TXT formats. 


For demand print (or character cell viewing of .TXT files), type the following 
DIRECTORY command to determine the filenames of the Administrator Guides 
available on this disc (your CDROM device name may differ): 


$ DIR $1$DOBO: [DOCUMENTATION]AG_*.PS [or .TXT] IfetuRNl 


Where AG_ is the prefix used with Administrator Guide filenames. You will 
be able to clearly identify these filenames with DEClearn course titles listed in 
Section 8. 


Use the following PRINT command (your CDROM device name may differ): 

$ PRINT $1$DOBO: [DOCDMENTATIONJAG_fiIename.PS [or .TXT] l returni 

4.2 Online Course Licensing 

DEClearn supports the License Management Facility (LMF) features provided 
by VMS (Version 5.0 and higher.) Before running any specific online course, 
you must register and load a Product Authorization Key (PAK) for each course 
purchased as part of the DEClearn product. 

The license registration information you need is contained in the one or more 
PAKs that are shipped with DEClearn. Each course requires the licensee to 
register a unique PAK before installation. The PAK is a paper certificate that 
contains information about the license you have purchased for a software product. 
Additional PAKs may be purchased for access to additional courses on this 
DEClearn disc (see your Digital sales representative). 
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For further information concerning LMF PAK registration, see the DEClearn 
Installation Guide. 

5 Hardware Requirements 

To install this version of DEClearn, your system must have at least 2000 blocks 
of free disk space. 

Although DEClearn can run on a system with 6 MB of memory, the system 
should have at least 9 MB of memory for good performance. 

DEClearn is supported on any VAX system that supports the DECwindows 
graphics interface. These systems include: 

• VAXstation II workstations 

• VAXstation 2000 workstations 

• VAXstation II/GPX workstations 

• VAXstation 3100 workstations 

• VAXstation 3200 workstations 

• VAXstation 3500 workstations 
Hardware Notes: 

DEClearn CBI courses are not supported on VT1000 terminals. 

DEClearn runs on both monochrome and color systems. Color support is not 
required. 

The system on which DEClearn runs may be a standalone system or a member of 
a VAXcluster configuration. 

Users are expected to use a standard three-button mouse. Users who are using 
a graphics tablet should understand the difference between a relative pointing 
device, such as a mouse, and an absolute pointing device, such as the puck or 
stylus used with graphics tablets. 

6 Software Requirements 

To run the DEClearn product, the VMS operating system must be installed and 
running properly on your system. 

VMS Version 5.3 Bookreader is required to view the books on this disc. Versions 
of Bookreader prior to VMS V5.3 will generate "invalid book version" errors for 
books on this disc. 

DEClearn uses the following components of the DECwindows software, which are 
installed as a part of the VMS operating system: 

• Session Manager 

• Window Manager 

• DECterm Terminal Emulator 

• FileView 

• Bookreader Application 
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7 Using DEClearn and Prerequisite Workstation Customization 

Detailed information about using DEClearn is found in the DEClearn User's 
Guide , which covers: 

• The DEClearn product concept 

• The DEClearn Training menu 

• Prerequisite workstation customization 

• Tutorials for new users 

• Reading online courses 

The DEClearn User's Guide is available as a demand print or text file on the 
DEClearn CD (see Section 7.3.) The system manager or course administrator 
should distribute copies of the DEClearn User's Guide to all DEClearn users.

Prerequisite Workstation Customization 


Each user must customize their workstation environment before they can begin 
using DEClearn. The DEClearn User’s Guide (Section 7.3) instructs users about 
customization procedures. 


7.2 The "Using the Bookreader" and "Introduction to DECwindows Systems" 
Courses 

Users unfamiliar with DECwindows and the Bookreader will find two tutorial 
courses accessible from the DEClearn Training menu: 

• "Using the Bookreader" 

• "Introduction to DECwindows Systems" CBI 

DEClearn CBI courses are not supported on VT1000 terminals.

The complete DEClearn User’s Guide is available on this CD as a demand print 
PostScript® file. Follow these steps to print it out: 


1. lb print the DEClearn User’s Guide file, your system must be configured with 
a printer that supports PostScript®, such as the LN03R or LPS20. 


2. MOUNT the CD following the instructions in Section 3 of this booklet. 

3. Type the following PRINT command (your CDROM device name may differ): 
$ PRINT $1$DUB0:[DOCUMENTATION]OSER_GUIDE.PS I return |

Care and Handling Instructions for Compact Disc Read-Only 
Memory (CDROM) 

Hold the CDROM by the edges. Do not write on or affix labels to the 
CDROM or caddy. Do not use solvents or abrasives to clean the 
CDROM. No cleaning should be necessary if the CDROM is held by the 
edges and stored in its caddy.
